When the R.A.F, on Thursday night 
completed their raid on Stavanger Aero- 
drome there were so many fires burning 
that, in the words of one of the raiding 
pilots, ‘‘the scene resembled a gigantic 
blazing horseshoe.’’ 

The raid followed. within a few hours a 
successful daylight attack by a strong force 
of Blenheim aircraft. This time the 
German defences, overwhelmed, no doubt, 
by the succession of attacks, offered little 
resistance. High explosive and incendiary 
bombs were again droppéd, and all were 
seen to find their mark on the aerodrome. 
Many fires were started, and before the 
last of the raiders left most of the build- 
ing round the edge of the landing ground 
were in flames. More fire were also 
observed in other areas where German ait. 
craft were known to be dispersed. 


THREE TARGETS 


The first aircraft to reach the ta 
area reported moderate fire from the 
ground and a few searchlights in — 
but aircraft arriving later met with no 
opposition. There were no signs of 
activity. 

Fornebu was also -raided, but here the 
British aircraft met with a warmer recep- 
tion. Again high explosive and incendiary 
bombs were dropped, and four bursts were 
near enough to the main hangar to have 
caused considerable damage. 

While these raids were in progress other 
aircraft of the Bomber Command were on 
patrol over the German Frisian Islands 
to prevent mine-laying’ seaplanes setting off 
to the English ‘coast. 


NO CASUALTIES 


The patrolling bombers encountered 
severe anti-aircraft fire from several points 
on their ‘‘ beat,’? notably from. the. sea- 
plane base at List, the aerodrome. at 
Westerland, and along the Hindenburg 
Dam. 

No casualties were suffered by the large 
British forces: engaged in the wee ex- 
tensive operations. 


NO DAMAGE. DONE. SAYS

Attacks by British aircraft on the-aero- 
dromes at ‘Stavanger and Fornebu, in 
Norway, and at Rye, in Denmark, during 
yesterday and last night ‘are admitted in 
an authoritative statement issued here. 

It is claimed that no damage was.done. 

An Oslo telegram to the official German 
News Agency, reporting the night attack 
on the Fornebu Aerodrome, near Oslo, 
states that the grounds surrounding two 
factories were slightly damaged by in- 
cendiary bombs. ' 

The fire, it is added, was quickly ex- 
tinguished, and nobody. was injured.
